Discard Sentiment 

Soodmaji. the first speaker for the 
7>egatlve, appealed to his listeners to 
discard sentiment when considering 
T'atrlotism. "VThen the subject Ig ap- 
proached in a truly scientific and ob- 
jective way, he claimed and Its harm- 
ful effects oonsidered, the conclusion 
is soon reached that patricKtism is 
not essential.

Jias «volved patriotism, and it is a 
sentiment which must be eucouraged, 
affirmed Mclntyre, the second speak- 
er for the affirmative.

Love for humanity transcends 
patriotism, contended Dave Iiewls the 
second speaker for the negative. 
Moreover, he said, national life . does 
not depend upon patriotism. It goes 
on without and in spite of it. It ia 
self-interest which keeps people to- 
gether, and patriotism is an entirely 
Arratloaial and unnatural ' sentiment,

loat«:«d-and which should not ' Ije 
encouraged.

Harmony Sin;!;in^ 
Epoch In History 

Comparable . With Discovery 
of Fire, Says Speaker 



HISTORY VALUABLE 



Church Officials Objected to In- 
creased Intricacy of 
Selections 



When It Wits found out about the 
year 1000 that when two persons sing 
together they can sing different 
tunes, an epoch in the history of 
music resulted, which . was com- 
parable with tho .discovery of fire. 

This was an expression of fact 
made by Percy Schoies, eminent 
English musical critio and author, 
during an address whlcn he de- 
livered yesterday afternoon In the 
Royal Victoria College. The subject 
of his lecture was "Appreciation of 
muslo and how It grew up." In re- 
spect of his audience he refrained 
from using technical terms as far as 
possible, and as a result was easily 
understood by everyone. 

The Speaker dealt y;jtli his topic 
from' a historical aspect, and at tho 
out.iet remarked that it people who 
were anxious to be able to appreciate 
good music would spend a little 
money and time they' could do so 
with very little effort. He mentioned 
how In order to appreciate architec- 
ture ho had spent a few sliilllngs In 
buylnfr books upon 'the .subject and a 
few liours 111 reading them. Tho same 
pian, according to Mr. Scholcs, might 
bo followed as regards music ot a 
high calibre. 

Radio and Phonograph 

A knowledge ot tho history of 
music Is very valuable to nny study 
of muslCj allege<l the lecturer, duo to 
tlio f.act that today the great maslor- 
Dicces are brought to tho homo by 
mcan.s of tlio radio and tlio pliono- 
Riapli. It Is not necessary that «11 ex- 
liustivo study bo made; It tho student 
lia.s a few key dates nnd a few ele- 
nicnUiry notions or tho main lines ot 
development he will havo .-i siifriclent 
number ot pegs as it wore iipoii 
wlilch to hang tho main llircnda ot 
lilatory.

"The phenomenon ot Polymorphism 
in due to tho fact that solids posses? 
ilitferent crystalline forms," stated 
Dr. .\. L. Th. Moesveld, spîaklng at a 
inet-ting ot the Chemical Society last 
evening. Continuing, the speaker said 
.liat in the cas* of enantlotsopy each 
•'orni Is stable In *, pat^JcuIar region, 
Ij'tt monotropy concerns on« stable 
form only, the others beinj unstable. 

Dr. Moesveld dealt with allotroplo 
forms of tin, antimony, thallium 
picrate, and bismuth In showing the 
general waj-s In which the existence 
ot more than one term is proved and 
ihe conditions of its stability. 

Phanomenon Very Universal 

".V careful examination of chemical 
compounds has shown that poly- 
morphism Is very universal and that 
many compounds such as Ice, sulphur 
silcea, and ammonium nitrate exist 
in .a largo number of different forms," 
said the speaker. 

An Important consequence of the 
phenomenon- is that the change over 
from one form to tho other may take 
a long time, and it therefore in many 
cases hard to say whether a sub- 
st.mce obtained in the laboratory 
consists ot one form or whether it is 
,a mixture ot differeiit ones. In the 
cas€-8 where tho polymorphic forms 
.i.re of . very different densities. X-ray 
analysis jun indicate which is in cs- 
oess or whether a pure material is 
available. 

Investigations Made 
Dr. Jloesveld spoke about many in- 
vestigations connected with the sub- 
ject, which aro being carried out In 
tho Van't Hoft laboratory at tho L'lii- 
vcraitv ot Utrecht. Tho influoaco of 
iiiipurllies on tlio r.ite of Uovi^Iopmen; 
o: vnrlou.s forms of thallium picrate 
and cndmlum iodide was of particular 
interest, and has n parallel la nature 
beoanso certain mincrnU existing In 
;'. poeular polymorphic form often 
conlnln ainall amounts ot foreign 
substances.

Now Kanf.i phlIo.sophy, (hat duty 
and not desire should be tho' bas'» of 
civilization, has followed on that ot 
flobbos and r.oii.ss^aii, was described 
by Dr. C. W. Ifendel, chairman of the 
Department of l'hiiosophy, in his lec- 
ture on "Civilisation and Ethics'' yes- 
terday afternoon In the Arts Building. 

Dr. Tfendel flrot told of tho condl- 
tlonsf that led to tho philosophy of 
irobbm. Wh<>n astronomy had proved 
;ha: man'i a'oode was not ths pivotal 
po'nt of the universe, and when the 
idea that time and space is illimlta.ble 
liegan to become recognised, men 
ceased to regard things that were be- 
yond their reach and turned to their 
Immédiat», .surroundings. Life's goods 
had a moaning in référença to man:' 
thoy wire mndc for, man, and not 
m.in for them. 

Desire and Security 

This humanistic attitude, which'., 
said the speaker. Is but a counterpart 
ot science, did away with the old con- 
ception that men's rleslras were un- 
worthy. "Let us :al<». the tesMmony 
from men. not from tha agea," aald 
Thomas Hobbes, the great philosopher 
of the seventeenth ccnturj*. Hap- 
piness was desired, but not a hap- 
piness of passive enjoyment. Hobbes' 
definition of felioity Is "a constant 
progression of desire from one object 
to another." 

Tlien, continued Dr. Hendel, the 
thought ot man turned to security. 
They became anxions about their 
goods. It was the opinion of Hobbes 
that only a sovereign could give the 
necessary- security. Man's trust, he 
said, mus: be put In an external be- 
ing a sovere-.'gn endowed with, super- 
ior power and superior reason. 
Objeetlont to Absolutism. 

This philosophy suited the t'me. 
stated the speaker. It was however, 
not without i'.^ opponents, some of 
whom blamod Hobbes for pointing 
out that It was m.'îH'sîwtsh to be pros- 
perous. His remedy was not protested 
so the world glorified in. their abso- 
lute rulers. Poets were numbered 
among the objectors; looking at the 
present niomon: only with a. view to 
utility woulil result In th« loss of all 
happiness, they claimed. The realism 
was little affected by thes« objections. 

Among those that loved liberty more 
than security was Rousseau. Ar« 
the . people gettlnsr peace and the 
satl.sfac'.ioii oC t!i-.' r desli-os? ho ask- 
ed. 1: was his belief that the system 
oocour:i.:;oil .a. tlficlal wants that could 
rover be saiisCieJ, and that justice 
and lovlng-klndnens were abatidoned. 
Rousseau and Higher tHutnaniim 

Rousseau. Dr. Hendel went on. did.

Lectures and Noise 

ACADEMIC life has been made difficult 
during the last few months for both 
students and professors having lectures in 
rooms on the north side of the Arts Build- 
ing, by the rat-tat. of the ri vetting machine 
and by other noises entailed in the con- 
struction of the stately medieval castle be- 
tween Carleton Road and the reservoir. The 
edifice has apparently been in an almost 
completed state for quite some time now, 
and several of the more pessimistic stu- 
dents are wondering whether or not the un- 
fortunate nuisance will still be with us at 
examination-time, a month and a half 
hence. 

Meanwhile, the interruption is serv- 
ing what some may term useful purposes. 
For one thing, some of those students who, 
having enrolled in college, look for every 
opportunity to evade the work, have been 
blessed by more than one cancelled lecture 
resulting from the professors despair at 
trying to make himself heard. And again, 
in those classes which have been held in 
spite of the builders, their disturbance has 
proved a handy alibi for both inattentive 
students and soft-spoken professors; each 
has been able to blame the anvil chorus for 
the fact that the message failed to get 
over. 

No doubt first . class examination 
books have been written in the presence of 
-petty external disturbances such as that 
caused by the pump-house workmen — ^who 
has not endured the agony of a squeaking 
desk or neighbor with a cough? — but there 
„ are usually obstacles enough within the 
^^kaminee to save the examiner's self-res- 
pect. We remember writing one test in the 
corner of the Arts Building nearest the 
Biological .Building, during the greater 
part of which we were serenaded by a 
canine chorus apparently emanating from 
the zoological laboratories. Whaever the 
Anti-vivisection League might have 
thought of this, it appealed to us as dis- 
tinctly no heb to concentration.

A F^actor in Leadership 

LUCK is seldom the only factor in the 
success of an outstanding person. If 
he works with men, he probably is adept 
at leadership. He knows how to get things 
done by others. There is only one other way 
to carry through a piece of work, and that 
is to do it oneself. One often meets the di-s 
illusioned man who bitterly urges the 
latter course as being clearly recommend' 
cd by some unfortunate series of experi- 
ences which he has gone through; but for 
men holding down the big jobs in the world 
the first alternative is the only possible 
one. And there is no reason to regard this 
fact as unfortunate. Intelligent placement 
of trust in associates is the essence of lead- 
ership, and for the most part, the skill 
with which this is done determines the 
success of the project in hand. 

Students occupying executive positions 
in societies and clubs find that th^re is a 
great deal of satisfaction in the knowledge 
that a trust has been justified. Often the 
advisability of a delegation of work is evi- 
dent enough, but at other times a certain 
degree of imagination if not courage on 
the part of the leader is required. Purely 
j,,ntellectual processes may warn against 
.entrusting to a certain associate a slice of 
the task in hand but a disregard of this 
■warning will often bring its reward in the 
.success of the assistant and the realisation 
that lie is fit for still bigger commissions. 

The successful leader can pick the

Ono of our prominent banks has a branch on 
St. James Stfoet corner which Is only three 
storeys high whllo .adjoining It is a ten storey 
office buildtny. TVhen the bank erects a ten etorey 
building on its property It will greatly depreciate 
the rental value ot the adjoining offico building 
which. In tho meantime, is profiting by the light 
and sunshine it secures over the small building. 

Lest that strike someone as far-fetched, let 
me state here that It happened only a few weeks 
ago in New York. Beside the tall building, was an 
old but sound and substantial structure, five 
atorej's high. The other throe sides were two street 
fronts and ttie rear of the biilkllng. If the five 
slo.-ey structure were ever built up to twenty or 
thirty atoreys. It would deprive tho of.'lccs on that 
side ot the big building ot their direct sunlight. So, 
before constructing his tall building, the prospec- 
tive builder made a lease with the owner of the 
other building, paying him an annual rent running 
into six figures, to keep tho airspace above the 
existing five storeys free o! any construction. 

In other words, the owner of the smaU building 
was able to lease the light and ai.-spacc above his 
roof to a nel.-ihbour whoso offices were only rent- 
able, subject to that light and airspace being free. 

Cm» a thing like that starts. It Is liable to 
keep going, because it reveals bov/ two poopio can 
get together each to got more v.%Iua out ot IiIh own 
property. When really high buildings besln to be 
frcfiuent in occurrence in-Montreal, ws may expect 
the same condition to develop. When a consider 
able number ot owners of relatively low buildings 
have capitalised tho value or their airspace to 
their neighbours, someone will no doubt awaken to 
the fact that anything tha^ can be loosed must 
havo a capital value, based on its revenue produc- 
ing capacity. 

And the nest step one may expect, will be to 
see the city assessors estimating the capital valuo 
of each property owner's upper light and airspace, 
and billing him for It in his real estate tivx. 

In the meantime here Is an opportunity for the 
real estate expects to start «lUmatlng the \'aluB 
of air apace,

one part wa.i now sung In two parts. 
Tho Btnange thin;? about this ele- 
mentary form of harmony was tli.at 
there had to be an interval of five 
tones between the corresponding 
notes of both parts. 

Bishops Objeeled 

Later when harmony ot .1 more In- 
Irlcato nature was Introduced by the 
organists ot the cliurchc?, such as In- 
tervals of six, four and three notes, 
the bishops, abbots and ether dig- 
nitaries were strong In their objec- 
tions to this dlsgresslon. • The ac- 
qiiiesced later to a certain extent. l)jt 
with tho stipulation that each selcc- 
lon should end with the ,notes at an 
interval of five. 

IJevelopmcnt went on for a period 
0: about six hundred years and at tho 
end ot that timo counterpoint, or the 
free movement ot the parts reached 
it.s present staga of perfection. Dur- 
ing this time also four and six part 
singing gradually emerged, with .all 
Intricacies of harmony and counter- 
point. It was possible therefore at the 
time of the coming of tho "M,ay- 
flower" to arrange part songs In the 
most compilcatod fashion. Very little 
Improvement has been made in this 
direotlon up to tl|e preeent time. 
Developments ef Inatrumants 

It was claimed that instrumental 
inuslo -was as far advanced at that 
time .-IS ^'ocal music. The English did 
a great deal to bring about this de- 
velopment. Accompaniment started 
with the lute, and an ancestor of the 
viollncello. At the time of the "May- 
flower" men were experimenting In 
combining Instrumntal and vocal 
colors, in combining Instruments 
themselves and in writing for them. 
Tho speaker concluded by saying that 
tha art of musio was the art of three: 
first, the composer; second, the com- 
position; and third, the performer.
